May Snag Vietnamese Fishermen

OAKLAND - Opponents of com- 
mercial gill net fishing ， have 
launched their second _ attempt at 
getting an initiative on the ballot 
to ban the practice offt the Califor- 
nia coast. Spearheaded by Kenneth 
Kukuda，Ppresident of a Santa Ana 
Sportfishing publication，the .measure 
for the April 1988 ballot would 
prohibit the "use or operation of a 
long line，8gil net，trammel net，or 
any other entangling net in ocean 
waters Within three nautical miles 
of the California coast." 

Fredictably，commercial gill net 
fishermen are concerned about the 
initiative. Chieu Pham，executive 
director of the Vietnamese Fisher- 
mens Association of America has 
called the drive "yellow bashing." 
He told -EL[ 了 that "there's always a 
conflict between Sport and commeri- 
cal fishermen. On the one hand you 
have people who are trying to make 
a _ living and provide for their 
families，On the other hand you 
have people who want to have fun 
in their spare time. If commercial 
fishermen do not fish，they cannot 
Support their families. 

SECOND TRY 

Kukuda，in a phone interview， 
denied that the .initiative was 
directed at any racial Or ethnic 
外 oup. "Its_ directed toward the 
Ocean Iesources. Gil net fishing is 
an indiscriminate killer of the 
Iesources， he said Last year， 
Kukuda _ attempted to get a similar 
initiative on the November 1986 
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ballot，but was only able to gather 
half the 539S,485 Signatures neces- 
Sary to qualify. That initiative 
called for a 75-mile ban on gill net 
fishing. He admitted that the last 
attempt failed because a lot of "key 
groups felt that the 7S-mile limit 
was a_ little harsh.” This time 
around he claims to have picked up 
Support from environmentalists and 
Imajor Sport fishing groups. 

But while Pham admits that gil 
net fishing has affected the Sport 
fishing industry，he was quick to 
Point out that the US allows for- 
elign _ countries the right to fish in 
OUI waters whbile our Own fishing 
industry languishes. "70 of our 
seafood is being imported from 
other countries。 We let 和 Korea，the 
Soviet Union， 了 Poland and Norway 
fish in our waters and then they 
sell it back to us”he said. “We 
used to have a very strong fishing 
industry." 

Even Kukuda admits that there is 
debate within the US Department 
of Fish and Game as to exacltly 
how much commercial fishing has 
impacted on_ sportsfishing. He esti- 
mated that anywhere between "Zero 
to 8$% of ai catch can be consid- 
ered "Significant incidental catch'” -- 
that which either has no commeri- 
cal value or is too Small. It all 
depends on the care and desire of 
the fisherman,”he sald. 

Kukuda has until Nov.， 27，to 
gather the over half av million 
Signatures _ necessary to dualify for 
the ballot.

SAN FRANCISCO - The National 
Chinese Welfare Council held their

Fung chuckled，as he recalled col- 
leagues telling him they have never 
identified him as a person with his 
published research，as a result of 
knowing him only as "Teddy." 


RETINOBLASTOMA 


The gene Fung and the other 
investigators isolated is responsible 
for the_ development of several 
kinds of tumors including the most 
common form of childhood eye 
tumor called retinoblastoma. 

A normal person has two copies 
of this gene，the Rb gene，The 
researchers ITeported that the 
absence of both copies of this Rb 
gene is related to the development 
of retinoblastoma and other tumors 
Such as osteosarcoma，a bone tumor. 

The scientists provided evidence 
for the cause of the hereditary 
form ， of retinoblastomas. They 
found that one of the two copies of 


the Rb gene is already not working 
in every cell of the child who at 
Iisk to develop retinoblastoma. 
This is a result of the inheritance 
of a_ chromosome (#13) containing 
the damaged (Rb) gene. 

A child who inherits the one 
copy of the damaged gene is at risk 
of developing retinoblastoma 
because all it takes is the loss of 
function of the remaining Rb gene 
in one retinal cell in the eye. 

The isolated gene has enabled the 


TeSearchers to identify in some 
cases whether a child has inherited 
the damaged gene. This information 
will prove to be useful in prenatal 
diagnosis to_ establish whether or 
not a fetus carries a damaged Rb 
gene. 

Co-author of the report was Dr. 
A. Linn Murphree，head of the 
Division of Hematology-Oncology at 
Childrens Hospital， Other authors 
include Anne Tang and Jin Qian， 
both of whom are post-doctoral 
fellows at the Childrens Hospital 
and Steven HHinrichs，Assistant 
Professor at UC Darvis.

Have you ever been in the mood 
to Prepare 3a Chinese dinner，so 
excited that you get out yonur 
favorite Tecipe，and visualize the 
magnificent meal that you are 
about to Prepare? Then reality hits 
you because your pantry is missing 
most of the uniquely Asian ingre- 
dients you need for this_ creation， 
and once again you call for take- 
out2 In my case，this happens when 
Im yearning for Fettuccini Alfredo 
( SELDOM have cheese or cream 
at home) or pasta with pesto。、Usu- 
ally，I end Up making Teservations 
at Iy favorite Italian restaurant. 

In my Chinese cooking classes， 
especially with a group of begin- 
neISs，I spend a great deal of time 
listening to my students，What II 
hear is that they are surprised， 
confused with，and in awe of the 
mujltitude of "mysterious" items that 
we use to create the fine food that 
we enjoy. Confidence in the skill of 
becoming adept in-Chinese cooking 
is gained through an understanding 
of these ingredients. In this column， 
we will list some of the sauces， 
Seasonings，and canned items that 
are found 记 a typical Chinese 
Pantry。 These are items that are 
Teplaced as Soon as the supply is 
]ow. 

SOY SAUCE: "See Yow" - Made 
from Salted and fermented soy 
beans， No Chinese Kitchen is ever 
without it， There are _ different 
grades，Ianging from thin to thick. 
The light soy，not to be confused 
with low-sodium soy，is often used 
for dipping. It can be saltier than 
See yow”which is the dark soy. 
Thick soy sauce is not as common， 
but can be where the dark coloring 
is important，such as in fried rice. 
May be kept at IToom temperature 
for months. 

OYSITER SAUCE: "Ho Yow" - 
Made from essence of oysters. Has a 
strong and individual favor and a 
Iich brown appearance， Excellent 
for Oyster Beef Won Ton with 
green vegetables. A little goes 3a 
long way. 

HOISIN SAUCE: "Hoisin Jeung" - 
Made of bean flour and spices，very 
Tich in color and flavor、 Its sweet 
and spicy， Used most commonly in 
Chinese-style Roast Pork ("Char Sil) 
Or Spareribs (Sil Pi Gwnut")， My 
father loves to spread a_ little on 
lettuce leaves. Usually comes in 
cans OT bottles. jit's easier to buy 
the hoisin sauce in a bottle，and 
refrigerate what is not used. 

BEAN SAUCE: "Min See Jeong"- 
A salty brown bean Sauce. Made of 
fermented soybeans，flour，and salt. 
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Comes in two forms - the regular， 
which contains whole beans，and 
the ground，which is pureed and 
slightly saltier. Commonly found ip 
Bean Cake Chow Yuk，， Usually 


comes in cans. 
FERMENTED BLACK BEANS: 


"Dow See'" -_ Cured，fermented small 
black beans Possessing a unique 
favor blend of saltiness and pun- 
gency. 9mells a little unusual to the 
unfamiliar nose. A common use is 
to Tinse the beans，then mashing 
them with minced garlic and ginger， 
and a_ little Soy sauce. Used com- 
monly in Spareribs with Black Bean 
Sauce;i Asparagus Beef and Prawns 
with Lobster Sauce， Once the pack- 
age is Opened，it should be trans- 
ferred to an airtight container and 
refrigerated. 

BLACK MUSHROOMS: "Doong 
Goo”- These are dried mushroomas 
which are usually black or speckled 
brown. Must be soaked in hot water 
for 3S-6 minutes So that they soften 
Up. Remove the stems，and slice up 
the cap，oOr cook whole. These mush- 
r00ms have a_ unique and earthly 
flavor. 

CLOUDS: EARS: "Wun Yee" 
-Stock up with these little gems， 
relatives of the black mushroom， 让 
“Mushu Pork”"Hot and Sour Soup," 
or 'Jai” are in your food vacabu- 
lary，This crinkly fungus is thin 
and brittle， and expands when 
Soaked in warm water for a few 
minutes. Although they are not very 
flavorful，they add a nice texture 
to any stir-fried dish. 

SESAME OIL - "Gee Ma Yow" 
A highly refined fragrant oil 
obtained from sesame seeds， Very 
strong and concentrated iD flavor， 
SO _ just a little is necessary. 
Wonderful in soups and some stir- 
fried dishes，Do not confuse with 
Sesame oil purchased in health food 
Stores.“- . 

ZLast puUL miot Jeast CORNSTARCH 
- Used commonly as a thickening 
agent for gravies; also used- as 3 
]ight _ coating for marinating .meatb 
poultry，and seafood， The common 
gaVY mixture is 1 part cornstarch 
to 2 parts cold water. If allowed to 
set，stir again before adding to the 
food being Prepared. The gravy 
mixture can Imake Or break the 
final Presentation. Too much = 
coagulated dish and embarrassment; 
too jittle = too thin，no gravy，and 
embarrassment. 了 Practice makes Per- 
fect. 

Please note that these are just a 
Jew of the ingredients in my 
pantry， Of course，garlic and ginger 
Ioot are givens，However，we'] 
discuss more in a_ future column.

BRIDGING DIFFERENCES 
Since 1979，the US-China Educa- 


tional Institute has been bridging 
these cultural 


differences. The 
institute has focused upon the 
Chinese cultural trait of placing 
importance Upon good relationships. 
Family，friends， colleagues， and 
Superiors are the_ network within 
which things get done: 

Realizing that American scholars 
alsO_ Use networks extensively，the 
staff of the Institute decided to iise 
networking as the model of learning 
to help Chinese and American scho- 
lars overcome cultural barriers. 

A prime example of this network- 
ing is.the recent tour of the US by 
Professor Chen Minzhang，the newly 
appointed Minister of Public Health 
of the People'xs Republic of China. 

The Institute organized the dele- 
gation's tour to study health care 
System and management in the US. 
The president of the Institute，Dr. 
Hanmin Liu，noted that "examining 
the Primary health care level will 
lead to _ improving methods that 
Prevent disease." 

Major American health institu- 
tions Such as UCSF，UC Berkeley's 
School of Public Health and SF 
General Hospital were involved in 
the exchange. The visit was funded 
by the Kellogg Foundation. 

Other Chinese officials in the 
entourage included Zhang Zikuan， 
director of the Department of Medi- 
cal Administration and Liu Bing-

xun，dirctor of the Department of 
Medical Science and Education. 

JIn order to run a program of 
such magnitude the Institute had to 
develop .a good reputation in the 
US and China," said Liu. 


EARLY PROJECTS 

In 1979，Liu，along with institute 
founders，doctors Ben Davis，Bruce 
9Spivey and Rolland Lowe，set onut 
to establish a good rapport among 
organizations in the US and People' 
Republic of China. 

Two initial Projects were develL- 
oped to demonstrate the strengths 
of American and Chinese _ cultures. 

The first endeavor was the estab- 
lishment of the Min An Health 
Center，a non-profit community 
health clinic。A doctor experienced 
in Chinese medicine，as well as 
doctors _ using American tradition 
medicine practice at the center. The 
Center has 3a strong Chinese influ- 
ence with an on-site herbal store， 
acupuncture and qigong and taichi 
instruction. 

The second project was the Edu- 
cational Exchange Program， an 
interchange of scholars from major 
Chinese and American health insti- 
tutions，such as Beijing Medical 
University，the U. of Illinois- 
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Chicago Medical School，and Stan- 
ford Medical School. 

Scholars spend a year at a host 
institution，studying their research 
interest，The JInstitute runs orienta- 
tion Workshops，concentrating Par- 
ticularly on cultural differences. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


As official coordinators of health 
activities for the San Francisco- 
Shanghai Friendship Committee，the 
Institute organizes scholarly visits 
and meetings of health officials. 

Presently，the US-China Educa- 
tional Institute is prepearing a book 
on _ traditional Chinese medicine to 
be published by Columbia Univer- 
Sity Press，that will be "the essen- 
tial book on the matter for Western 
health professionals，as well as the 
lay public"，according to Liu. 

He stressed that "the _ orientation 
of the Institute is _ cultural，not 
Political”and that the organization 
hopes to expand to other Asian 
coOuntries." 

Liu also stated that the benefits 
of the JInstitute's work "cannot be 
Imeasured by Specific outcomes，bnut 
by the process of introducing new 
ways of thinkimg and different 
Tesearch methodologies”" which "will 
lead to new insights." 


Roberti Amends Bill to 
Aid Foreign Optometrists 


SACRAMENTO - Senate President 
Fro Tem David Roberti (D-Holly- 
wood/Burbank) amended his Senate 
Bill to help clear the way for 
foreign-educated optometrists to 
take the California licensure exami- 
nation. 

Robertis bill removes the ability 


of the state Board of Optometry to 
Prohibit foreign-trained optometrists 
from taking the exam if their edu- 
cation ls not deemed "reasonably 
equivalent to _ that offered in Cal- 
fornia today. 

To date，not a single foreign- 
educated applicant's _ training has 
been accepted and not a single one 
has been allowed to take the neces- 
Sary state “practical” exam and 3 
national academic exam.
